A BUQHTED CAREER. 


,The suicide of Sir Hector 
Archi- 


bald MacDonald remores from the 
British army on« of its most gallant 
officers and brings to a sad and 
tragic close one of the most brilliant 
careers in the military annals of 
the empire. 


Hector MacDonald was 
not the 


eon of a noble house. His childhood 
was passed in the humblest circum- 
stances and his own bravery secured 
bis advancement from the rant of 
printe to that of major general in 
the royal army. He saw service in 
India, AlgtwnlKt&n* 
South 
Africa. 


Egypt and the Soudan and was 
fecUonately atyted by the 
soldi 


"JlghtlnrMac." 


Besides being a major general and 


a baronet, he was awarded many 
other honors. He was aide-de-camp 
to King Edward, a Companion of the 
Bath, and a member of the Order of 
the Medjied and belonged to a doz- 
en other military societies. 


That a man with such a record, a 


man who, by his own efforts, had 
gained the admiration and esteem of 
his countrymen and 
of the 
world, 


should die by bis own hand and in 
disgrace is s*d, indeed. The charges 
against Gen. MacDonald are said to 
have been of a nature which, if they 
were true, permitted of 
no such 


thing as leniency and his 
self-de- 


struction amounted to a confession 
of guilt. 


There can, therefore, be no sym- 


pathy for Gen. MacDonald. Sorrow 
that he should have thus 
blighted 


his splendid career is natural, but a. 
man of bis ability and 
intelligence 


and who held a position such as his, 
had no excuse for wrong-doing. He 
was the idol of the British soldiers 
and of the British people. He had 
been placed on a pedestal and was 
pointed out as a •shining example to 
ambitious youths.

Schick. thoagh tbe project of buildii?^ 
a new church was advanced before his 
pastorate began. It is pertinent also 
to .state that the proposition was adopt- 
ed Ions DC-fore President Roosevelt se- 
lected the church as his place of wor- 
ship, although his advent doubtless 
helped along- the project very material- 
ly.The movement for a new church was 
bosun in 1SU1.). Dr. Scbick became tbe 
pastor iu 1000 and at once threw bitt, 
self into the work of increasing the 
building fund. 
Twenty-rive per cent 


of it was raised before President Roose 
velVs inauguration, but wbeii he be- 
came a member of the church interest 
in the proposed now building was 
awakened throughout the church jxt 
lar^e. and many outside contributions 
wore received. When completed, the 
church will have cost about $50.000. 


The new Grace church will have a 


feature entirely new in church arcl'i- 
tecture in that the decorations on the 
face of the structure will tell the his- 
tory of the Protestant reformation of 
tbe .sixteenth century. This idea origi- 
nated with l>r. Schick and was further 
developed and completed by the archi- 
tect, Paul .1. Pelz. 


On either side of tbe central entrance 


doors are the shields of Xuricb ami 
Geneva, the places in which Ulric 
Zwinjrli, the first proclaimer of tbe re- 
form iu Switzerland, nnd John Calviu, 
the master mind of the same reforma- 
tion, prosecuted their labors. In the ga 
ble at the top is the shield of Frederick 
111., the patron under whose auspices 
the Heidelberg Catechism was prepar- 
ed. It is represented as supported by 
a female titcuro, symbolizing the fact 
that in the beginning of the denomina- 
tion's work in America it was support- 
ed by tho classis of Amsterdam of the 
Reformed church in Holland. The two 
.supports of 1 ho label molding are heads 
of the Swiss kuight and the Swis.- 
burgher from whom this German Re- 
formed church sprang, and in the tym- 
panum of the two side entrances is a 
representation of a lily growing under 
thorns, to represent the martyr charac- 
ter of the reform party in tho Protes- 
tant reformation of the sixteenth ceu- 
tury. 


'1 his symbol has been used in all tho 


churches of this denomination to coin- 
momotato the fact of the martyr char- 
acter and the sufferings endured by tho 
Reformed churches iu their beginnings 
and to express the confidence of the 
followers of this faith in tho triumph 
of God'-; truth and life in spite of inim- 
ical environment and painful oppres- 
sion. 
Cm the front of the edifice ap- 


pears al-o the inscription "Grace He- 
formed Church."

things he never said and accounts of 
things he never did. Such is tbe story 
of his intention to leave social life and 
settle down on a farm; likewise the 
story of the doughnut factory-—though 
what he is reported to have said about 
it has almost the ring of the true Tark- 
iugton humor.

HIGHLY SUCCESSFUL UNDERTAKING 


ON THE PACIFIC COAST. 


One Syiitem That H«» Beea IB C»M»

Santa Catalina Island, Cal., March 18. 


—While other places have M ireless tel- 
egraph stations, it is the boast of the 
Santa Catallna islanders that their lo- 
cality possesses the first station in the 
world to be put to practical commer- 
cial uses. For nearly six months wire- 
less messages have been sent across 
the bay of Avalon from White's point 
to this island, a distance of almost tbir-

ty-three miles. During this time over 
3,000 communications have been made, 
yet not one complaint has been made 
of error or delay. As a result of this 
success stations will soon be estab- 
lished all along the Pacific coast from 
Los Angeles to Alaska. Furthermore, 
plans are being laid for wireless con- 
nections between the United States 
and the Hawaiian Islands. 


The system used here differs mate- 


rially from that of Marconi, one of the 
principal points of difference being the 
absence of the coherer used by Mar- 
coni to pick up the electric waves. In 
a recent interview the originator of the 
system said that he had discovered in 
California the preseuce of a great deal 
of atmospheric electricity, which wouM 
affect the coherer similarly to the elec- 
tric impulse sent out from the trans- 
mitting station. 
For this reason be 


bad been compelled to substitute for 
the coherer a device which would over- 
come the atmospheric 
interference. 


This device is in tbe nature of a very 
sensitive receiver, responding 
more 


quickly tbau tbe coherer does. From 
fifteen to twenty words a minute are 
now sent, thanus to tbis device, and 
improvements are expected to double 
this rate of speed. 


The equipment of the Cotalina is- 


land station is much like that of the 
well known Marconi stations. It con- 
sists of an engine and a dynamo, In- 
duction coil, Morse key, spark balls and 
mast. 
The current is opened and 


closed through the induction coil by 
the manipulation of the sending key. 
and the operator, using the Morse al- 
phabet, transmits his message through 
the ether just as he would over the tel- 
egraph wire, it being received by sound, 
ou the receiving instrument iu the sta- 
tion whither it has been sent. 


W. G. Sener, the man in charge of 


the station ou tbis island, was for'near- 
ly twenty years telegraph operator and 
train dispatcher for the Pennsylvania 
railroad. 
He is enthusiastic over thft 


success already attained by .wireless 
methods. 
What particularly pleases 


him is the fact that the Pacific system 
has found a way of providing for se- 
crecy iu the sending of messages. As 
explained by Mr. Sener, an outside sta- 
tion has to be in exact tune or vibra- 
tion with the sending station in order 
to intercept the ether waves, and, as 
the sending station has found a way 
of changing the vibration every sec- 
ond, if necessary, it would be extreme- 
ly difficult for the outside station to re- 
ceive messages other than those in« 
tended for it. 


According to Mr. Sener, climatic 


changes do not have a noticeable effect 
ou wireless telegraphy as practiced on 
the coast, with the exception tliat while 
it is raining or is very foggy tbe mes- 
sages seem to come more clearly. The 
importance of this is evident, for It 
greatly enhances the value of the wire- 
loss for marine work. 


Similarly the running of trains dur- 


ing or after 'a severe storm will be 
greatly facilitated, aud already the 
Southern Pneitic Uailroad company la 
experimenting with the system with a 
view* of ultimately substituting It for 
tho regular telegraphic method used in 
train dispatching. 
An experimental 


our has IM-OII fitted up, and stations uro 
to be established at Omahn, Offdcn, 
Salt Lake City and other cities.

will bo seen Hint if this is proved fea- 
sible tho railroads of the country will 
l>o sviv<Hl from tho costly wrecks that 
have bron «o frequent of recent yi»nrs.

No doubt you read 


this rare aud radiant work of George 
WiHbsiu Curtis when you were yosng, 
or, if you are still young and liave not 
read it. do so now. 
You breitbe iu 


wiib it tbe true atmosphere of the Nile, 
and ouce thus fillin-j you this will 
heueeforth be a part of you. 
If you 


yourself visit the Nile, yon will know 
its fascination before you set sail up- 
on its enchanted waters; if you never 
visit it, you will know its enchantment 
nevertheless in a degree. 


Still the lateen and triangular sailed 


feluccas, 
dahabeahs and 
ghya.^r.s 


crisscross the heaving bosom of the 
Errvptiau father of waters, still groan

and creak and sputter the old water 
wheels that supply the Irrijration ditch- 
es of the Xile fields; still the sandy hill 
mountains around ancient Thebes gleam 
yellow and pink and purple .in the 
splendid tropical sunset, still wave 
feathery foliaged palm and tamarisk 
trees in the irrigated groves that fringe 
the great river sea. 


But now the up to date American, 


who regards civilized comfort and con- 
venience at least as much as anything 
else, and quite rightly, too, usually 
hires a steam daluibeah or launch sit 
or near Cairo and makes of it a genuine 
houseboat for himself arid friends while 
he is doing the Nile. A party of a few 
friends may club together and hire a 
vessel of this kind for not great ex- 
pense. 
The dahabeah is a sort of 


house barge, with a kitchen in the bow 
and a raised cabin aft, containing 
sleeping rooms, saloon and promenade 
deck. 
Over this deck is stretched an 


awning, under which passengers may 
sit and watch the Nile country as they 
glide onward and upward or downward, 
as the case may be. 


The temples and ruins of Egypt may 


be studied at home from guidebook, 
history and 
encyclopedia. 
Modern 


Egypt as pictured on the Nile today i, 
greatly more interesting to anybody 
except an raitiqu.irian than the Egypt 
of the pyramids and tumbledown tem- 
ples. There is the strange mixture of 
past and present that riakes the whole 
seem unreal, a phantasmagoria 
of 


which the new view comes on the 
scene before the former one has disap- 
peared. 
The universal Yankee, son of 


the newest great nation on the globe, 
wakes the echo banks of the old Nile 
in a sputtering steamboat, lie and his 
wife—he in the latest British, she in 
the latest Paris clothes—sit under a 
machine woven canvas awning and 
look out upon the banks of the great 
river where camel caravans come down 
for water precisely as they did 5,000 
years ago. 
Still the Arab men have 


their heads swathed in big white tur- 
bans, still the women are swathed all 
over and veiled in black, the most per- 
spiration producing, torturing hue that 
can be worn in a tropical country. 
Their men keep the women mummied 
in the uncomfortable black probably 
because it serves them riirht for havinn 
had the presumption to be born fe- 
males. 


It is surprising how the women can 


walk, much less work, under their 
quantity of draping. But all along the 
Nile yon will see them, black robed fig- 
ures, not an outline of the form visible, 
move down to the river's edge with 
earthen water jars upon their head-, 
and fill and carry these away without 
spilling a drop. A white woman would 
have to prac»'ee a year before she 
could do it. 
Again you will see ,»n 


Egyptian woman driving a number of 
water buffaloes down the Nile bank to 
get their morning drink and bath. 
These buffaloes are kindred to those in 
southern China, in India and the Phil- 
ippines. 
The M-omen plow and tend 


the soil; they move to and fro the rudi 
machinery that turns the water wheels 
which pump water from the Nile river 
into the irrigation ditches. Their kind 
did It in Scripture times; they do it (o- 
day^with the snine sort of rude lever 
nnd wheel. 


These slow, ungainly beasts are fond- 


er of a bath than some members of the 
human species are. 
For that reason 


are they called water hufT.ilocs. They 
must have their bath every day or two 
or die. Perhaps it is a pity the human 
lace Is not built like them in this ro-

To the steamer landings come laden 


camel caravans, with great bales t-f ' 
goods and baskets of tigs and dried I 
fruits. That, too, the camel caravans 
have been doing 4,000 or 5.00U years, 
only in the ancient times there were no 
Nile steamboats or Egyptian railways. 
A camel is not at all the patient, gentle 
creature yon learned of hi your school- 
books. 
On the contrary, though per- 


haps generations of bad treatment 
have made it so, it is stupid, stubborn 
and perpetually 
complaining 
aloud. 


V\'heu a camel is made to lie down to 
be loaded, it groans and rages audibly, 
r..s if it were about to be killed. When 
it i.s made to lie down again to be un- 
loaded, it makes the same whining, 
groaning, scolding, protesting noise, as 
though nothing was right with it any- 
how and whatever way it was treated 
it was imposed upon. It i.s always kick- 
ing mentally, always making known 
that it is abused and imposed on, yet 
always putting up with tilings as they 
are. 
The camel is like some women 


one meets—always complaining of in- 
justice, but always submitting to it. 
Iu tne caravans the pack camels are 
marched in a string. A rope or strap 
around the nose of one is fastened to 
the animal ahead of him. in turn an- 
other is fastened to this one, and so they 
move onward. A camel in the act of 
lying down is perhaps the awkwardest 
animal in creation. A writer describ- 
ing the process says: "Creakingly, with 
many unoiled joints, the camel col- 
lapses in sections; grumbling, he rises 
again and allows himself to be led by 
the nose by the smallest child." 


Other things than camels groan and 


creak perpetually as they work on the 
Nile banks. These are the rude pump- 
ing wheels. 
Sometimes in the early 


light their complaining is the only 
sound that vibrates above the silence. 
There are two kinds of pumping ma- 
chines, if contrivances so rough can 
be called machines. The larger kind is 
called a "saggier." It is a wheel with 
a chain of earthen pots attached, and 
the lever that turns the wheel is work- 
ed by ox or buffalo power, like the one 
in the illustration. The other variety 
of water raising apparatus has a chain 
of leather buckets attached, and it is 
operated by mere man power. A boy 
may larrup the oxen around their path 
at the saggier machine; two or tluve 
men must sweat and bend to the work- 
ing of the other, called a "shudoiu." 


Soma of the Egyptian natives are 


brown «kiuued, the brown occasionally 
merging into almost black. Other na- 
tives arc copper colored, like American 
Indians, giving plausibility to the thn- 
ory th.at Egypt, the most ancient, wa- 
settled from America. That at leadt is 
the newest theory of science. The na- 
tives, men and boys, go often more than 
half naked about their work, their 
skins shining like burnished bronze OT 
copper. You see sometimes on shore a 
slim, graceful brown boy wholly naked
